He was equally reticent on the question 
whether armed coercion would be used to en- 
force Knutsford’s bill. The island, he said, 
had been the sport of historic misfortune; it 
was an illustration of the continuity of history. 
These phrases recalled speeches on the same 
side, which have preluded the worst form of 
Irish oppression. The debate has profoundly

LORD KUNTSFORD’S BILL. 

Lonpon, March 20.—Lord Knutsford’s bill 
revives the crown’s authority to instruct naval 
officers to enforce the treaties of Utrecht, Ver- 
sailles and Paris, securing fishing rights to 
France. A clause provides that if the colonial 
jJegislature supplies: the necessary powers to 
secure the performance of the treaties upon an 
international arrangement before the bill is 
passed, the bill will be suspended. 

WHAT THE PAPERS HAVE TO SAY. 

The Daily Néws thinks this is an extraordi- 
nary proposal, which may bring a hornet’s 
nest around the government's ears. It is 
anxious not to embarrass the government in a 
delicate and difficult question, but it feels 
bound to remark that the bill is an open con- 
fession of failure in Newfoundland. 

The Standard says: 

Were the position created by Baird’s judgment 
tolerated, our treaties would be waste paper, and 
either our men-of-war would be pirate junks or 
the enterprising people of Newfoundland would 
be left to try conclusions with the French marines. 
We trust that the report that the government did 
notinform the colony that such a bill was con- 
templated is incorrect, and that tne colonists will 
behave sensibly in the matter. Do they believe 
that they can fight France single-handed?

THE MATTER IN PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, March 20.—In the house of com- 
mons today a dispatch from St. John, New- 
foundland, was read. The dispatch trans- 
mitted, to the imperial government the 
resolutions adopted by the coionial legislature 
requesting England to delay any coercive 
legislation until the colony has been heard in 
its defense. A cable message transmits the 
resolutions in full, and is signed by the presi- 
dent of the legislative council and the speaker 
of the house of assembly of Newfoundland, 

William Henry Smith, first lord of the 
treasury, commenting upon the dispatch, said 


. thatit touched upon a question of great im- 


portance, and upon behalf of the government 
he was unwilling to give a hasty answer. As 
it was, Mr. Smith had been unable to confer 
with his colleages, as the dispatch had only 
been receiyed today. It was entitled to the 
utmost consideration. 

WOULD RESIST MARTIAL LAW. 

T he Pall Mall Gazette today gives great 
prominence to a communication from a gen- 
tleman who occupies a position of influencein 
Newfoundland, and who is now in in this city. 
In this communication the Newfoundlander 
declares that any attempt on the part of the 
imperial government to enforce martial law 
in Newfoundland will be resisted, adding: 
“The tories cannot comb the ‘Trafalgar 
Square’ business over us.”’ 

THE GOVERNMENT WILL PAUSE. 

The lobby forecasts tonight agree that the 
government will pause until the delegates of 
the Newfoundland legislature, who are com- 
ing to London, have had ample time to be 
heard. The bill provides for its own suspen- 


, sion if the Newfoundland legislature passes 


measures necessary to secure @ temporary 
modus vivendi. Liberal leaders will advise 
the delegates to accede to this, 
promising to support Newfoundland 
in demanding that the final settle- 
ment include the withdrawal of the French 
from the Newfoundland - coast. Opinions 
gained in the lobbies of parliament from mem- 
bers agree that it is impossible to permit the 
government to coerce the colonists. Tomor- 
row’s issue of The Spectator reflects the general 
feeling in saying that it would relieve both 
sides of embarrassment, if the New found- 
landers shipped their governor aboard a mail 
boat and hauled down the union jack; if they 
did this they would likely find the people of 
the United States pause before accepting an 
addition to a republic burdened with hostility 
to France. 
THE LIBERALS OPPOSE THE BILL. 

The tenor of the communications exchanged 
today by Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Morley and 
other liberals, points to strenuous opposition 
on behalf of the Newfoundland government, 
and, had Mr. Hennessy moved to adjourn he 
would have had following sufficiently strong 
to show the government opinion of parliament 
setting against the bill as too astringent a 
measure. If Mr. Smith’s reply on Monday 
does not meet the wishes. of the liberals, the 
government will have to face, in addition to 
parliamentary resistance, strong pressure 
amongst the conservatives to concede the delay 
which the Newfoundland legislature asks be- 
fore passing the bill. .

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DAVITT ON PARNELUL’S OFFER. 


He Says It Is) Only a Bluff—The Mission to 
America. 

Lonpon, March 20,—Michael Davitt, in an 
interview with an Associated Press  cor- 
respondent today, contemptuously referred to 
What he classes Parnell’s ‘bluff.’ Davitt 
said that he did not intend to be a candidate 
in the election in the division of Cork city, 
which Parnell now represents, for two reasons 

The first is that Parnell will not resign, for he 
knows that if he does resign he will be beaten 
should he come forward tor re-election. The 
second reason is that I am not anxious to 
enter parliament now or in the future, though 
Tam unwilling to bind myself to remain in 
this frame of mind for all time. 

“The Parnellites arranged a meeting at 
Cork for St. Patrick’s day, when, according to 
custom the temperance societies, Ancient 
Order of Foresters, different trade societies, 
etc., marched in procession through the streets. 
Parnell, seeing the great stir, and contrasting 
his present reception with his past receptions, 
Was induced to issue his challenge to Healy. 
He is now anxious to back out. The Freemaus’ 
Journal is helping him to wriggle out of the 
difficulty. 

‘Parnell himself discouraged the idea of 
running a labor candidate in Cork, when asked 
for his opinion regarding the matter, because 
he feared that with a labor candidate bis party 
might lose a seat. I believe that Mr. Glad- 
stone was perfectly truthful when he said that 
liberal leaders never discouraged labor candi- 
dates:’’ 

THE VISITORS IN AMERICA. 

Referring to Parnell’s delegation to the 
United States, Davitt said: “Gentlemen 
composing Parnell’s deputation to the United 
States estimate that 30 per cent of Irish- 
Americans are supporting Parnell. His esti- 
mate is greatly exaggerated; the number 
should be nearer 3 per cent. 

“I shall not believe that $4,500 was sub- 
scribed at the meeting in Cooper Union last 
night, unless I count the money myself. It is 
very easy to write upa meeting. I have a 
recollection, during my own experience, of 
a meeting held in Cooper Union hall which 
was said to have been attended by 3,000 per- 
sons when only 500 were present. 

“By far the greatest number of Irishmen in 
Engiand are against Parnell. Out of 300,000 
Irish in London, Parnell only received 500 
names, 

‘*‘The Parnellites will not be able to change 
the situation of affairs in north Sligo. Par- 
nell’s candidate, Alderman Dillon, will be 
beaten by 2,000 votes. My advice to the work- 
ingmen -is to abstain from strikes for three 
years, to organize and toincrease the funds.

BELGIUM TAKES A HAND 


And Wants to Hoist Her Flag in the Dark 
Continent. 

Lonpon, March 20.—The Times today pub- 
lishes a long article on Congo affairs, calling 
attention to the prohibitory tariff and to 
rumors in connection with the Kerkhove ex- 
pedition, which is now well on its way from 
Leopoldsville, with the intention of annexing 
the Nile valley in King Leopold’s name. The 
Times thinks thatit is opportune, now that 
King Leopold isin the city on: business con- 
nected with the Congo territory, to protest 
against the ‘‘overweening ambition” of Congo 
Free State. The Times adds: 

The Belgian flag cannot wave over the Nile 
regions. Surely, King Leopold is the last monarch 
England would have expected to complicate an 
already difficult position. He ought to realize that 
such action will inevitably lead to the partition of 


Congo Free State among European powers whose 
possessions are clustering on its borders. 
The Times concludes with the remark that: 
We have reason to believe that King Leopold 
has been brought to view these schemes in their 
true light, and that he will take the means to keep 
them within their legitimate bounds.

Lonpon, March 20.—The Wesleyan body is

Orrawa, March 20.—Word has reached here 
from Victoria of the discovery of six new cases 
of leprosy right in the heart of ‘the city, which 
Chinamen were endeavoring to conceal. It 
appears that it became necessary for the mu- 
nicipal authorities to drive a large number of 
Chinamen out of their hovels to build a market 
hall. The stampede disclosed the fact, that 
six Chinese lepers, in the worst stage of the 
disease, have been dwelling with their coun- 
trymen in the hovels. Two of them were sub- 
sequently found, but four of them are still 
hiding and their friends refuse to disclose their 

lace of refuge. A medical investigation has 
boon ordered.

| BARRETT IS DEAD. 


THE GREAT TRAGEDIAN PASSES 
SUDDENLY AWAY 


AT THE WINDSOR HOTEL, IN NEW YORK. 


Complaining of a Severe Cold on Wednesday 
Night, He Left the Theater—His Death — 
a Surprise to His Friends. 


New York, March 20.—Lawrence Barrett, 
the great tragedian, died this evening at 10:45 
o’clock at the Windsor hotel. His demise was 
due to heart failure, and the end was quite 
sudden, the great actor being unconscious but 
@ short time before he died. 

His wife and Dr. Chambers, of 21 West 
Forty-seventh street, were with Mr. Barrett 
when he breathed his last. His sickness dates 
from Wednesday night, when he was obliged 
to leave the theater where he was engaged. 
It was said at that time that he was merély 
suffering from a severe cold, and would be out 
in a few days, and the same report was made 
the following day. Even today reports from 
the sick chamber were very favorable. This 
evening Dr. Chambers called at the Windsor 
hotel at 9 o’clock tosee his patient, and shortly 
thereafter announced that he would remain 
all night in the sickroom. Heart failure was 
the cause of death. 


Mr. Barrett was one of the most widely 
known and most popular gentlemen of the 
American stage, and was a great favorite 
throughout the south. 

In Atlanta he had scores of admirers who 
will regret to hear of his death. 

His ability as an actor was well established 
years ago, and besides’ being Booth’s finest 
support he was a star whenever he wanted to 
take the leading part. For three or 
four years past he was with Booth. 3 

Though successful as an actor, Mr. Barrett’s 
forte wasin producing. Many of the most 
popular plays of the day were first brought out 
by him. He could see more ina new or un- 
known play than most other people. This 
season he has been bringing out plays at the 
Broadway, the latest being Oscar Wilde’s Guido 
Ferrante. 

Mr. Barrett was about fifty years of age. He 
was an Irishman, and before making a ‘name 
and reputation on the stage was Larry Barri- 
gan. 
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A DETERMINED WRETCH 


Who Makes a Second Attemptjat Arson and 
Murder. 

AUBURN, Ala., March 20.—[Special.}—Au- 
burn is in a state of excitement this morning. 
An effort was being made last night to burn 
some outhouses, the property of Mr. Flanagan, 
one of the principal merchants of the town, 
while the owner and his wife were at prayer 
meeting. Mr. Tom Flanagan, ason, was leftat 
home. This young man was attacked four 
weeks ago by a negro who wasin the act of 
burglarizing of Mr. Flanagan’s residence. In 
the scuffle which ensued, Mr. Flanagan was 
severely stabbed in several places, and he has 
not yet recovered from the wounds.

THE BULLET FOLLOWED HIM.

Flanagan fired one shot at the 
villain as he escaped. The shot took effect, 
producing a stream of blood which left its trail 
for 100 yards or so across a field over which 
the negro ran in his escape. 

About 100 young men made pursuit this 
morning aS soon as the facts became 
known, but up to date the result is not 
known. Telegrams have been’ sent in 
various directions asking for bloodhounds 
with which the chase can be continued. If 
the negrois caught there is no doubt but what 
a lynching bee will finish him. 

Some three years ago Mr. Flanagan’s house 
was burglarized by a negro who was subse- 
quently arrested and sentenced to the chain- 
gang. The fellow has been released, and the 
supposition is that he is the villain who has 
caused the present excitement. The evidences 
left behind by the negro in his flight showed 
that he had made preparations to fire the 
buildings referred to. 


A BEAUTIFUL MURDERESS. 


The Slayer of Judge Max Stein Declared 
Free. 

Austin, Tex., March 20.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Inez McCabe, before the United States court 
here, Judge Maxey presiding, on a habeas cér- 
pus, was discharged from custody. Some 
months ago Mrs. McCabe, in Piedras Negras, 
Mexico, shot and killed Judge Max Stein, 
who she alleges insulted her. She was ar- 
rested for murder by the Mexican authorities, 
tried, convicted and sent to. a prison in Mata- 
moras preparatory to being forwarded to a pen- 
itentiary. 

With asmall pocket knife she managed to 
cut through her cell door and escape from the 
prison. In springing from the prison wall she 
broke her ankle, the bone protruding through 
the flesh, but she managed to crossthe Rio 
Grande, where she secured a horse, and, suf- 
fering intensely with her wounded leg, rode 
125 miles and finally reached Corpus Christi. 

The Mexican government demanded her 
surrender, and extradition papers were issued 
and she was arrested. She sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus, which was heard with the re- 
sult stated above. The court held that the 
warrant for her arrest had not been sworn to, 
and that under the treaty with the United 
States, neither government was bound to de- 
liver its own citizens to the other. The court- 
room was crowded this morning when the de- 
cision was rendered, and it was received with 
applause. 

Mrs. McCabe isa native of Texas, twenty- 
five years old, and is rather good-looking and 
a very intelligent woman. She is still very 
lanve from her broken limb. She declared 
most positively that she would kill herself be- 
fore she would return and undergo the horrors 
of a Mexican prison.

SLICK IS O'MALLEY. 


HE IS DISCOVERED IN MEMPHIS 
AND INTERVIEWED. 


WHY HE HURRIED FROM NEW ORLEANS. 


Says He Will Return to New Orleans and 
Expose the Mafia, as He Knows More 
About It than Anybody Fise. 


Mempuis, Tenn., March 20.—[(Special.J— 
Detective Dominick C, O’Malley, of New 
Orleans, isin Memphis. He registered at the 
Peabody hotel under an assumed name. His 
wife and child are with him. 

O'Malley was seen tonight by a reporter of 
The Appeal-Avalanche and said: 

“I was at the meeting of the mob around the 
Clay stacue in New Orleans, and heard the 
Parkerson and Wyckliffe speeches and heard 
the mob call for ‘O’Malley.’ I didn’t remain. 
It meant death if I did. Iremained in New 
Orleans until March 16th, two days after the 
lynching. I then left with my 
family, going to Houston, . Tex.; 
thence to Carsicana, Tex.; thence 
to Brinkley, Ark.,whence I came to Memphis 

WILL RETURN TO NEW ORLEANS. 

It is my intention to return to New Orleans. 
Within the next few days. I will arrive there 
next Wednesday or Thursday, and will expose 
the Mafia. Iknow more of the workings of 
that order than . any other living 
man, aside from its members. I am as well 
acquainted with it as was Dave Hennessy. 
His death grew out of his refusal of an offer of 
$50,000 from the Italians of New Orleans 
about four years ago, for the release of the 
famous bandit, Exposito. His refusal 
of the bribe sealed his doom. The 
preci pitating cause of his death was, as 
has been stated in the newspapers, his siding 
with the Provenzanos against the Matranzas. 
I was employed by the Matranzas as a detect- 
ive, and did what I could for their side of the 
case. I am _ 0>positive that the jurors 
that tried the murderers of Hennessy were 
bribed. Hennessy was killed by the Matia. 

“I am certain that six of the men who were 
executed by the mob were guilty. The names 
of that six are John Caruso, Palizzo, Incar- 
dona, Marescha, Bagnetto and Jo Macheca. 
My purpose when I was retained by the Mafia, 
after Hennessy’s death, was to expose the or- 
ganization. That is my purposestill. I believe 
that the Mafia is dead in this country. It is 
an organization whose sole purpose is assassi- 
nation. I have been followed by Italians 
from Houston, Tex., to Memphis. My life is 
in danger, but as I am warned of it, I have no 
fear that I will meet Dave Hennessy’s fate. 

“The relations of Hennessy and myself, at 
the time of his death were not cordial, but he 
aud I belonged to the same order of Hiberni- 
ans, and I recognized him asa brave man and 
a gallant officer.”’ 

The reporter asked Mr. O’ Malley if it was 
true that he had any hand in the bribery of 
the jury. He replied: 

“T know a great many things that I cannot 
tell. Iam too slick for that.” 


TEN THOUSAND ITALIANS 


| Sather in. and Around Cooper Union to Ex- 
press Their Indignation. 

New York, March 20.—Tho great hall of 
Cooper Union was packed with 5,000 Italians 
of New York and vicinity tonight, called to- 
gether to denounce the lynching of their coun- 
trymen in New Orleans, and outside, notwith- 
sianding the drizzling night, more than as 
many more were unable to gain entrance to 
the hall where the speaking was going on, and 
resolutions were being adopted amidst great 
excitement. The hot blood of Italy, fired by 
the memory of the New Orleans affair,could not 
be restrained outside the building, and shortly 
before 9 o’clock the crush outside the doors 
broke in anda number of people were in- 
jured in the rush, and it took 150 policemen 
present a quarter of an hour to drive the new 
arrivals out of the hall. P 

The meeting was opened promptly at 8 
o’clock. The presiding officer was Signor A. 
De Angelo. The speeches were nearly all in 
Italian. The denunciations of the New Or- 
leans tragedy were almost terrifying in their 
vehemence. Hardly a sentence but that was 
applauded to the echo, and especially when 
the speakers spoke of the necessity 
for satisfaction for the killing. The meet- 
ing was an orderly one, barring the great 
excitement shown. To pacify the crowd with- 
out, it was addressed from the balceny by a 
number of speakers. The hall was draped with 
American and Italian tlags and festoons of 
black crepe. 

After several speeches and the passing of a 
set of resolutions the meeting adjourned. 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Following are the resolutions: 

Resoived, That American citizens of Italian 
birth and extraction, assembled in mass meeting 
of indignation at Cooper Institute, do hereby ap- 
peal and apply to the authorities of the United 
States for the apprehension and immediate pun- 
ishment of the signers of the manifesto which 
called out the mob of the city of New Orleans, and 
of alland every participantin the assassination 
of the eleven innocent, unarmed and unprotected 
Italians, whilst confined in the parish jail in said 
city, on Saturday last, the 14th instant; and be it 
further 

Resolved, That all Italians of New York await 
with calmness and firmness the reparation which 
our government has requested from thatof this 
republic, and that full justice be made in this 
case, according to the constitutional laws of the 
United States. 

THE PHILADELPHIA MEETING. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 20.—A meeting of 
Italians, called for the purpose of protesting 
against the killing of their fellow-countrymen 
at New Orleans, was held here this after- 
noon. Chairman Emanuel Naedio made two 
short speeches upon the same lines,in Eng- 
lish and Italian, in which he said they were 
there not to protest against the United States 
government but against mob law. 
“We, as Italians,’’ he said, ‘“‘do not recognize 
any such thingas the Mafia. There is no sucn 
thing. It is simply a bugbear. We denounce 
any such organization as this secret society if 
it exists, but it does not. We are here to 
obey the law and we think Italians will make 
as good citizens as any other nationality.” 

The following resolutions were then read 
and adopted by a standing vote, every Italian 
in the room rising with uplifted hands: 

Resolved, That we denounce the assassination as 
being cruel and cowardly in the extreme, as with- 
out’ warrant and cause, and as being most dis- 
graceful to a civilized community.

“We, the jury, find the defendant, George 
H. Snyder, guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, and assess the punishment at death.”’

The verdict is pro- 
nounced by the people as a fair and just one. 
The crime was an awful one, and was com- 
mitted after years of deep planning and de- 
signing. Its every detail is horrible, and the

HAVE SETTLED THEIR DIFFERENCES,

More in Indianapolis. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind,, March 20.—Arbitration 
of labor difficulties was the order in Indianapolis 
yesterday. For nearly a month fully 2,000 
men, belonging to the painters’, carpenters’ 
and plasterers’ unions, have been on a strike. 
Yesterday the masters and journeymen pain- 
ters came to an agreement. The masters con- 
ceded an eight-hour day and _ raise 
the wages 24 cents over last year’s 
schedule. The journeymen agreed to 
allow the masters to employ some non-union 
men and take as many apprentices as they 
saw fit. 

Yesterday afternoon arbitration committees, 
representing the Building Trade’s Council 
and Carpenters’ and General Contractors’ 
Association, met, but disagreed on the demand 
of the unions that none but union men be em- 
ployed. The action of the journeymen pain- 
ters in conceding the pointis strongly con- 
demned by the other unions.

But the Doors of the Keystone Bank Were

A DETROIT MILLIONAIRE KIDNAPPED 


And Forced to Sign a Check for $15,000, 
Which He Sends Home with the Re- 
quest that It Be Cashed at Once. 


Derrort, March 20.—Joseph Perrin, pro- 
prietor of one of the largest fouring mills in 
Detroit and a half-millionaire, was called to 
his door by a stranger last night with a mes- 
sage purporting to come from an intimate 
friend, who was represented as ill and desirous 
of Perrin’s attendance. He entered a coach 
with the stranger and went away. At l 
o’clock this morning Perrin’s home door-bell 
was rung and an envelope thrust in by a young 
man who immediately disappeared. 

A RANSOM DEMANDED. 

The envelope contained a check for $15,000 
on the Peninsular bank, of which Perrin is 
vice president and a large stockholder, a prom- 
issory note for $15,000, payable in five days, 
and a letter to Perrin’s nephew, Mr. Hezzel- 
bacher, advising him to cash or negotiate the 
check, or, failing in either, to raise $15,000 on 
his own property, to be paid as a ransom for 
Perrin, who was being held by some parties 
whom the letter did not disclose. 

The letter appointed a rendezvous, at which 
the money might be paid this evening. 

THE POLICE INVESTIGATION, 

The police were immediately put to work 
upon the case, but up to 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing have no clue either to the persons who 
kidnapped Perrin orto his present where- 
abouts. Perrin is a bachelor, fifty-eight years 
old, and extensively interested in Detroit’s 
industries and financial institutions. Both the 
note and check bore Perrin’s genuine signa- 
ture. 

PERRIN TELLS HIS EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. Joseph Perrin returned home about 
§:30 o’clock this evening safe and well, but 
somewhat unnerved by his experience. He 
says that upon entering the coupe last night 
his suspicions were not aroused until he no- 
ticed the vehicle turn into an opposite direc- 
tion to his friend’s house. He then threw 
open the door and attempted to jump out. He 
was met bytwo masked men, who held re 
volvers to his head and forced him back into 
the cab, they following They then bound, 
gagged and blindfolded him, the cab keeping 
on what seemed its interminable course the 
while, under which circumstances Perrin was 
unable to keep any idea of the locality in his 
mind. 

Finally he was removed from the cab to a 
room, where his captors released him from his 
bonds, and, covering him with revolvers, 
forced him to write the check, promissory 
note and letters. The latter were dictated 
from type-written copies in the hands of his 
captors, who remained masked and disguised. 
Perrin was not further disturbed till late this 
afternoon, when his captors informed him 
that “their game was uy,” but that “they 
would get him the next time.” 

He was then rebound, gagged and 
blindfolded, and conducted from 
the room. Their course seemed 
to lie over a ploughed field, after passing 
which they entered a cab, and another 
long, round-about drive was commenced. 

At last Perrin was unloosed and thrust from 
the cab in a dazed condition, and before he re- 
covered himself the cab had disappeared. He 
tinally located himself as being at the corner 
of Myrtle street and Thirteenth street. He 
boarded a Myrtle street car and was shortly 
home, where he recited the above story. 

His person was not harmed in any way, the 
valuables he had with him not being touched. 
He was furnished with good food and treated 
with consideration during his captivity. His 
story is accepted as absolutely reliable, and the 
police are making every effort to locate the 
perpetrators of the outrage. 


THEY PERISHED IN THE SsNOw,

Sr. Pau, Minn., March 20.—Advices from 
Cutbank, Mont., the present terminus of the 
Great Northern extension, state that the 
heavy storm of six weeks ago totally sus- 
pended work of all kinds, throwing 2,000 men 
out of employment.

The husband and his 
brother finally left the house, and later the 
woman went toa relative’s home, on Irwin 
Street, where she sent for her little daughter. 

The husband being thoroughly convinced 
that his doubts were well grounded made an 
attempt to secure possession of his little 
daughter.

Finding that his wife would not give up the 
child Mr. Aenchbacher went before Ordinary 
Calhoun and secured a writ of habeas corpus.

The board of education had 
placed the selection of the teach- 
ers dor the night school in ~ the 
hands of the committee on teachers. When 
the committee met to select the teachers Pro- 
fessor Saltzman’s name was presented. The 
professor, however, had never taken the ex- 
amination required by the board of education. 
His friends on the. committee pushed his 
claims, and he was selected as one of the 
teachers, with the understanding that he was 
to submit to the examination at some time to 
suit Captain Bray, chairman of the committee, 
who was instructed to conduct it.

The negro man who gave the alarin was in a 

cell across the corridor, where he could see 

plainly what was going on. 

Mrs. Bassett tore her blanket into strips, 

and these she plaited tightly into a strong rope 

about four or five teet long. 

This rope, which was fully capable of per- 

forming what was intended for it to do, she 

stad one of the bars of the cage above her 
ead. 

She was fixing a noose on the end which was 

hanging down, when the prisoner across the 

corridor called lustily for Uncle Jim Parrish, 

the turnkey, who was out in the office 

Uncle Jim went back into the jailroom im- 

mediately, and found the rope as has been de- 

scribed. 


Mrs. Bassett began crying. 

Uncle Jim Parrish cut the rope down, and 
the wowan wasremoved from the cell to a 
room upstairs, where & special guard was de- 
tailed to watch her. 

_ Toa reporter Mrs. Bassett denied that she 
intended to take her life. She said she only 
wanted to frighten the other prisoners. 

Mrs. Bassett will be tried by Recorder Kontz 
this morning.

Stonewall Jackson’s Union Father-in-Law. 
From The Detroit Free Press. 

E. D. Ludwig, of Erie, Pa. is stopping at the 
Wayne hotel. Mr. Ludwig grew to manhood in 
Rockbridge county, Virginia, and just before the 
war was a teacher in the Sunday school of which 
“Stonewall” Jackson was superintendent. In 
conversation Mr. Ludwig says: 

“Thomas Jonathan Jackson, that was ‘Stone- 
wall’s full name, was professor of mathematics 
and artillery practice in the Washington college 
of Lexington, and his father-in-law, Dr. 
George Juncklin, was president of the college, 
President Juncklin was an uncompromising 
union inan, and just before the war, when tho 
secession spirit ran very high, a party of students 
one night raised a rebel flag over the dome of the 
college. When Dr. Juncklin came down next 
morning and saw the fiag he ordered the janitor 
to take it down. The students told the janitor 
that if he lowered the flag they would kill him 
and he refused. Dr. Juncklin, although upward 
of seventy years old, mounted to the dome, cut the 
halliards, and broughs the flag down. Stepping 
into the balcony, he lighted a. match, set’ fire to 
the flag, and, as it burned, said in a clear voice 
that was heard by all below: ‘So may all attempts 
to destroy the federal union end.’

A Distiller Ordered to Pay Taxes on Prop- 
erty Which Had Been Deo- 
stroyed by Fire. 


In the case of the United States vs. Fuller 
and Lambert, distillers, of Clarkesville, Ga., a 
verdict and judgment was returned in favor of 
the former in the United States circuit court. 
The case is an interesting one. 

During the months of June and July, 1886, 
Fuller and Lambert stored 533 gallons of corn 
liquor in bonded warehouse No. 392, at 
Clarkesville. In December of the following 
year the warehouse and its conteuts, including 
the above, was burned. 

When Fuller and Lambert were called upon 
to pay the tax of 90 cents per gallon on the 
liquor, they refused, saying they ought not. to 
be taxed for whisky that had never been 
used and which was destroyed whilein the 
custody of the federal government. 
The govornment then brought suit. In the 
trial yesterday Judge Newman charged the 
jury to return a verdict for the plaintiff, say- 
ing that, although it was a hardship, the 
United States supreme court had decided for 
the plaintiff ina similar case and the prec- 
edent had to be followed. 

The defendant will now be obliged to pay 
the full tax of $479.70, with interest of 1 per 
cent per annunr from the date of entering the 
liquor, and the costs of suit.

COMMENTS ON THE M. AND N. G. 
? STRIKE. 
Other News of General Interest to Railroad 
Men All Over this Part of the South. 


Railroad Notes. 


. 


The Central road is beginning to open up its 
freight traffic out of this city. It has been al- 
most at a standstill ever since the strike com- 
menced, but yesterday eight loaded trains left 
the city. The average day’s work is ten 
trains, which proves that the Central has 
found men to doits work in place of the dis- 
charged strikers. 

None of the other roads entering the city 
have so far experienced any difficulty with 
their men. 

The situation on the Marietta and North 
Georgia remains unchanged. The people 
along the line of the road are apprehen- 
sive of a supply famine unless mat- 
ters are adjusted soon. The people of 
Canton say the situation is really alarming. If 
it were only a matter that concerned the road 
and its employes perhaps but little attention 
would be given it, but inasmuch as it affects, 
more or less, every man, and especially the 
farmers, who at this time of the year must 
have guano, oats, supplies, etc., it becomes a 
matter of universal interest and serious im- 


port. 

In consequence of the strike and general 
demoralization of freight and passenger traflic, 
says The Cherokee Advance, much annoyance 
and loss have already resulted, and indications 
are that the trouble has only begun. It may be 
true that in case goods are delayed damage 
suits may be filed and judgment obtained, but 
damage suits and judgments are not what the 
people along the line want. 

The people can, perhaps, buy in Marietta or 
Knoxville, but they do not care to be forced to 
buy in any particular market—they must be 
allowed to buy and trade where it is to their 
interest todoso. They are looking anxiously 
for a settlement of the strike. 

As far as can be learned the strike on the 
Knoxville Southern remains about the same. 
The road is moving its trains with non-union 
men. Sixteen engineers and sixteen firemen 
are out. It has been learned that Chief of the 
Locomotive Brotherhood Arthur has been in 
Knoxville. Hewas there several days, but it 
is said that he left Monday. While there he 
was kept secreted by brotherhood men, and 
went under an assumed name. Thestatement 
is made by an East Tennessee engineer that 
he endorsed the strike, and was in conference 
with Manager Hudson, of the East Tennessee, 
but as Mr. Hudson is out of the city, this 
could not be verified. There is evidently 
some interest among all the railroads 
there over the situation. Some fears have 
been expressed that the engineers would re- 
fuse to have the Knoxville Southern cars, 
but a prominent official of the East Tennes- 
see says that he believes the fears are ground- 
less). He does not anticipate that his men 
would attempt to make the road do something 
against the interstate commerce law. It is 
reported at Knoxville that Western and At- 
lantic engineers cut two new engines for the 
Knoxville Southern out ofatrain at Dalton 
Tuesday, and left them on a sidetrack, refus 
ing to haul them. They were being taken to 
Marietta, to be put in order for service. The 
road keeps its trains going now regularly, and 
Receiver Glover is firm in his position not to 
yield to the demands of the men. 

A new railroad isto berun from Greenville to 
Asheviile, which will be a feeder to the Columbia 
and Greenville railroad, and when Knoxville, 
which is the projected terminus, is reached, there 
will be a direct line from Port Royal to the last 
named place. 

With the recently acquired mileage, the Pull- 
man Company now operates over 126,037 miles of 
road, requiring 2,050 cars to do its work. 


The earnings of the Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and Texas Pacific road for the first week in March 
were $75,060, an increase of $11,012 over the corre- 
sponding period of a year ago. 

The statement of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis for February shows a surplus of 
$412,009, as against $364,447 for the same period 
last year. 

The management of the Macon and Dublin road 
expects to have trains running into Jeffersonville 
by Monday, and Contractor Redmond has obli- 
gated, under a heavy bond, to have the road com- 
pleted to Dublin by May Ist. teva, 


E. B. Whiddon, a contractor on.the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad, says he has closed 
a contract to build the line to Thomasville, and 
— the work is to be pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 


The Ohio Falls car works have contracted to 
build 400 freight cars for the Savannab, Americus 
and Montgomery. | 

The Gadsden, Ala., Furnace Company has been 
placed in the hands of a receiver at the instance 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
road. The amount of the furnace company’s in- 
debtedness to the road is something over $16,000. 


President R. M. Mitchell, of the Piedmont Con- 
struction Company, says he has refused the presi- 
dency of three roads, and declined an offer made 
him of $8,000 a mile to build a road to Florida, and 
all to give his entire attention to the building of 
the Augusta and Chattanooga railroad. The esti- 
mated cost of the road will pe $7,000,000, for it will 
be substantially built and ‘completely equipped 
with the best of material.
